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TRAIN RUNS OVER
DYNAMITE BOMBS

They Fail to Explode,
und Secretary Knox

Escapes.
LIBERALS BLAMED
FOR MURDER PLOT

Leaders of Party Deny That At¬
tempt Was Made on Life of
Secretary of State, and Say
Story Is Merely Ruse to

Get Them Out of
the Way.

N>« Orleans, Im., March ;.>..As thi
result of tin- alleged discovery i>y thi
government of Nicaragua oi a plot to
assassinate Secretary of state Knox on
the occasion of Iiis recent Visit to the
capital ol that country, it is not Im¬
probable, that a number of prominent
"l heralfc" will he. put to death, accord¬
ing to advices received here to-day
from Ijlui fields.
Thirteen dynain'tc bombs placed be¬

neath the road bed pver tvh'i.h Secre¬
tary Knox's spec'al train traveled from
Corlrito to Managua and connected
with an electric hattet y were dis¬
covered by government agent:- and
will be used as evidence, against the
conspirators.
Two score Zelay'stas, or "liberals^''

ar<: L'onllned in the penitentiary at
Managua and ate held in communlcado
pending the tcrnitnat'on of the present
investigation by the government.
On the day of Mr. Konx's arrival at

Managua a bomb was exploded under
the Chllaniate Bridge, between Leon
and I-a Celba. destroying a small por¬
tion of the track, but doing very little
damage to the bridge.
Near this point four sections ot the

telegraph and telephone wire.-- were
cut.
The thirteen dynamite bombs with

the buttery connections, were discover¬
ed between I'osoltoga and Chlehlgalpa,
carefully planted beneath the railroad
tracks, Tin- discovery of these bombs.
It is said was not made until after the
Knox special train had parsed on its
way to the capital and Hie failure of
the conspirators to get In Their deadly
work Is believed to be due ellhi i to a
lark of preparatory connections or the
approach of guards who had been de¬
tailed to patrol the tracks.

The liberals openly blamed
Mr. Knox for the downfall of SSolayd,
assortIns .that the revolutionists wore
openly aided b> the rutted States gov¬
ernment.
The so-called "dollar diplomacy" of

the State Department has come in tor
extremely caustic criticism at the
bands of prominent liberals.

It is believed that Mr. Knox was ad-
vised of the discovery of the activities
of the conspirators during the visit to
Managua for. at the suggestion of
President Diu»! it Is,said he cancelled
his plans to stop at Grcnndu en route
back to Corlnto from the capital.

OF HIS CAMPAIGN

Roosevelt Stands by His Colum¬
bus Speech and Makes Fur¬
ther Appeal to "Plain Peo¬
ple".Leads Fight Because
He Must^ Not Because

He Wants To.

Muni- .'. --In hi:- first
speech of Iii» (junipülgu for the presi¬
dential nomination, Colonel Roosevelt
to-nlghl contrasted his position with
th.it taken by President Taft. The
real issue, he said, was whether the
American people should govern them-
selves.

I Culoucl Roosevelt's speech was de¬
livered before u crowd which tilled
Carnegie Hall, Ho many personaI wished to hear him iliiit mi over-
flow meeting was held in u smallerhall within tli'c same building. ColonelUoosevelt was Received with marked
enthusiasm.

President Tatt > recent speech atToledo was referred to several timesby Colonel Itooaevelt, who devoted alarge part or Ills' remarks to a reply."The gnat fundament.¦: Issue now
before the Republican part} ami before
our people can be stated briefly. It Is,Are the American people tit to governthemselves, to rule themselves, to con¬
trol themselves? 1 belli .... they arc.My opponents d»» not."
WUh these words Colonel Roose¬

velt opened his speech. Ills subject was"The Itlght of the People to Rule " Th.;
s|.ill, delivered at Carnegie Mull
under the auspices or the Civic Forum'elaborate.: much that Colonel Roose¬velt said ih his Columbus (CO adf-dress. and answered In detail certain
arguments of President Taft in reply."I stand on the Oolumbus .speech."said Colonel Roosevelt, "the principlesthere asserted nre not new. hut 1 be¬
lieve that they are necessary to the
maintenance of free Democratic gov¬
ernment."

ncltevea In the People.
After his opening declaration, Col¬

onel Roosevelt continued:
"I believe |p the right of the people

to rub-. I believe that the majorityof the plain people of the United
States will, tlf R* .<;id day out. make
fewer mistakes In governing them¬
selves than any smaller class or body
of men. no matter what their training,will make In trying to govern them. Itioiieve, again, thot the American people
are. as a whole, capable of self.ntrol
and of learning by their mistakes.
Our opponents pay lip-loyalty to this
doctrine but they show their real be¬
liefs by the way in which they cham¬
pion every device to make the nomi¬
nal rule ..f the p.-ople a sham.

"I have scant patience with this talk
of tin- tyranny of the majority. When¬
ever there is tyranny of the majority*.
I shall protest against It with all my
heorl and soul. Put we j,re to-day
buffering from the tyranny of minor¬
ities. It Is a small minority that Is
grabbing- our coal deposits, our water
powers ami our harbor fronts. .\ small
minority is bntlenlng on the snie of
adulterated foods and dru-rs. It is a
small minority that lies behind mo¬
nopolies and (rusts. It is a small
minority thai stands behind the pres¬
ent law of master and servant, the
sweat-shop.- and the whole calendar
of social and industrial Injustice. It
is a small minority that is to-day
using our convention system to defeat
the will or a m-Mortty of the people
in the choice or delegates to the Chi¬
cago convention. The only tyrannies
from which men, women and children
are suffeili-tr in real life are thf ty-
fannies of minorities.

"N'o snnc man who has been familiar
with the government of this country
tor the last twenty years will complain
that we hav bad too much of the
rule of rite majority. The trouble has
p. en a far different one.that, at many
t'mes and in many localities, there have
held public oflici in the States and In
the nation men who have. In fact. serv.
e.l not the whole people, but some spe¬cial class or special Interest. I am
not thinking only of those special In¬
terests which by grosser methods, by
bribery and .rime, have stolen f r--jii
the people. I am think as much of
their respectable allies and tlr-ure.
beads, who have ruled nml legislated
and decided as if In eome way the
vested rights of privilege had a flrsti
mortgage on Hit whole United States.
while the rights of all the people were
merely an unsecured debt.

as a .heck nit the special Interests.
Most clearly of all does It seem to me
tf.at this change Is wholly good for
every Rate. The direct primary. If
accompanied b> u stringent corrupt
practices net. will help break op cor¬

Coal Miners and Operators Still

Far Apart in Their
Grievances.

STRIK1E IS INEVITABLE

Many Thousands Will He Thrown
Out of Employment

on April I.

Cleveland. Ohio. March 20.."Wage
discussions herween the operators and
representatives of 20«,000 union miner:.
In the bituminous coal fields of West¬
ern Pennsylvania. Ohio. Indiana and
Illinois. h»td In an effort to avert a
prolonged suspension of but-lnefcs after
April 1, and also to avert a possible
strike, to-day were without definite re¬
sults. The pr.ospect that all the bitu¬
minous coal mines would be elosed
down after tlra tlrst of the month,
pending the making of a new two-year
working and wag.- agreement, was
said to be Imminent. It also was said
the lack of a wage seal.- in the- Centra!
States would leave th» union bitumi¬
nous coal miners in other States with;
out a basis upon which to work, ami
they would have to close, entailing
Idleness for more than 350,000 miners.
Aftes to-day's conference adjourned

ov>r until to-morrow the- union officials
and operators announced that only Ihc
first of the minors' demands lt.nl been
Considered and no vote had brich taken.
This demand is that all the men lie palj
on the "run of ths mine" basil:. At
the present the pay is bused cither on
a ton screened or sifted from the
smaller lumps and dust, or a I a smaller
rate for coal unscreened. Th'3 "run of
mine" basts, already in use In some
States, would provide for a lint rate
per ton mined, regardless of Whetherit was screened or not.

In th,- readjustment on that basis
the miners demand an increase of 10
cents a ton over the average price
now paid. They also want shorter
working hours.

Remand of Operators,
As an offset to the' miners' demands

the operators ask a 10 per cent, reduc¬
tion In Hie present rate. It was point¬
ed out that a continuation of the present
scale would be In the natu; .' of a com¬
promise between the opposing de¬
mands, lint the miners assert they will
not return to work without more pay
and a material shortening of hours.
Asked if he consldsrctl to-d.iy's con¬

ference indicated an early .settlement.
John I'. Whit... president of the United
.Mine Workers of America, who. willi
eight union officials from »ach of tin;
four States directly concerned, Is
pressing the demands, said:
"To-day's conference makes merely

a skirmish. It does not indicate any¬
thing, it is apparent, however, that
th bituminous coal mines will close
op April I. because no agreement can
be reached before then, and even if an
agreement is reached it will have to
b submitted to a vote of the union
or the union will have to be called
in convention. Of coarse, we cannot
continue working without an agree¬
ment."
"Will .« strike be called if the pres¬

ent conferenca fails id agree?" Mr.
White was risked,
"That should be left to the imaglna-

tion."
